year in rent, plus operating costs 

Until that happens, serious 
inequities exist. The Citadel Thea- 
tre pays a paltry $1 in property tax 
each year, and Fringe Theatre 
Adventures pays the same amount 
in rent to the city, as does the 
Walterdale Theatre. But across the 
street from the Walterdale, tenants 
at the New Varscona Theatre 
cough up more than $2,000 a 
month to the city. 

All that may change. The four 
council members on the Utilities 
and Public Works Committee 
voted in favor of a $1-per-year rate 
for all non-profit groups. City 
administrators will present a draft 
policy to the committee next 
month and council should vote on 
it by the end of March. 

The absence of an across-the- 
board rental rate has resulted in 
different deals for different 
groups. The city inherited a $1-per- 
year deal from the Jasper Place 
Curling Club years ago when it 
annexed JP. That deal was signed 
in 1957 and ends in 2057. And the 
Fringe deal expires in about 2016. 

“In the past, certain groups were 
treated very well and certain other 
groups were not,” said Coun. 
Robert Noce, who chairs the 
committee. “It’s not that the city 
wanted to put the boots to anyone 
it’s just that some groups made 
their case to the city and gota 
good deal and other groups didn't 
The committee is trying t 
balance and equity.” 
Noce says the city could take a 
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pass on up to $300,000 in rent 
annually, an amount he declares 
“not insignificant.” 

But the non-profits aren't 
insignificant, either, he says 

“If you're the Fringe, which is a 
huge plus for the city, or if you're a 
smaller group like the Edmonton 
Quilter’s Guild, you are still part of 
the city and add to the quality of 
life. That’s what makes a city a 
city,” Noce said. 

The folks at the Varscona are 
delighted by the direction in which 
things appear to be going. Last 
year the Varscona presented a plan 
to the city, asking to cut its month- 
ly rent to $1 so the money it pays 
on rent could be reinvested in 
improvements to the building. 

“Right now (Varscona tenants) 
pay over $2,000 a month to the 
city,” said David Belke of Shadow 
Theatre, a Varscona tenant. “We'd 
love to take that money and put it 
into the building and make this a 
long-lived performance venue.”

You can bet ATB’s up for sale next week

ike a prisoner silencing a jailhouse informant, Kenny Kowalski drove a 
[ stan into Ralph's back over his role in the West Edmonton 

Mall/Alberta Treasury Branches fiasco. Kenny blithely suggested to 
faithful stenographers in Westlock that he already was ousted from cabi- 
net when the loan — using the loosest sense of the word — was approved 
on Oct. 31, 1994. “Who replaced me as the minister of economic develop- 
ment on the day I was taken out of cabinet? It was the premier,” Kenny 
told the Westlock News 

Gossips under the Dome see it as the latest salvo in a feud between two 
former buddies. But there’s more to it. Kenny weighed in for Ralph during 
the 1993 leadership battle against then-Tory Nancy Betkowski. The uppity 
Betkowski tied Ralph in the first vote. Kenny rallied support among farm- 
ers and, two weeks later, Ralph trounced Betkowski. But Kenny’s generos- 
ity in filling his riding’s trough became an embarrassment for Ralph’s 
Team, which took vows of chastity, poverty and obedience. 

There is no small irony in Kenny's swipe, which came as Ralph pressed 
flesh and worked on his tan during a “trade mission” to “promote” Alberta 
in Mexico. After all, Ralph and Rod Love — his fart catcher, strategist and 
assassin — dumped Kenny shortly after his clue-finding mission (pro- 
nounced ‘junket’) to “study” gambling in Nevada. 

Following this denouement, Kenny and Ralph seemed content to hate 
each other from afar, but had maintained a shaky truce on speaking pub- 
licly about each other’s private sins. In fact, Kenny bloodied Ralph’s ego by 
mustering enough support among the government's Deliverance MLAs to 
become Speaker, directly contradicting the premier’s edict. The Liberals, 
delighted to encourage the rift, also voted en masse for Kenny. 

Less interesting than Kenny’s payback shank is Ralph's muted response. 
That silence indicates something is amiss (and remember, gutting environ- 
mental regulations for campaign contributors or crushing public sector 
unions qualifies as normal under the Dome). 

The answer probably lies with a recent telephone survey by a pollster 
asking Alberta voters about their opinions on privatizing Alberta Treasury 
Branches. Cabinet will likely digest those numbers prior to the session 
starting Feb. 16 and take the public’s pulse again after Feb. 19, when audi- 
tor general Peter Valentine is expected to deliver his wrist-slap to Ralph. 

If those numbers work, Ralph must mend fences with rural MLAs, 
whose constituents want to keep the ATB, often the only bank located in 
small towns. Voters, meanwhile, will hear clichéd platitudes about getting 
out of business and letting the markets decide. That foreplay will allow 
Ralph’s Team to mate with a lucky private bank that will scoop up the 
ATB. 

How lucky? When the government jettisoned its interests in NovAtel for 
$38 million in 1992, the bill for taxpayers came in at more than $600 mil- 
lion. The National Post, a Ralph-friendly publication, totalled up the gov- 
ernment’s recent misadventures with business — from soured pulp mill 
loan guarantees to its subsidies to Bovar’s hazardous waste incinerator — 
at $2.5 billion. And that estimate is conservative, no pun intended. 

Selling ATB may not make sense, but it will hide a skeleton lurking in 
Ralph’s closet. And as long as Kenny remains around, there’s someone else 
who knows all the details, too. 

That's why that odor emerging from the Dome smells like a fire sale. 
Taxpayers should wince and reach for their wallets.

“Some might think that * 
it’s sentimental, but it 
goes straight to its emo- 
tional target, which is hon- 
est,” Alexandrowicz said. 

The story of an opera-ador- 
ing, Wine-savoring gay couple 
travelling to Italy on a pilgrimage 
to seek the ultimate wine pays 
homage to “all the men I've known 
who've died of AIDS,” he adds. “Their 
journey is about the quest to prove that 
beauty, like love, is stronger than death.” 

It’s heady and exhilarating stuff for St. 
Valentine’s Day. And the sexual orienta- 
tion of the two-man show is irrelevant, 
judging by the audience. It’s the thought 
that counts. 

“People respond to love stories. The 
audiences are generally made up of mid- 
dile-aged straight couples.” 

A huge opera fan himself, 
Alexandrowicz's piece parallels Verdi's 
La Traviata, The opera tells of the “con- 
sumptive courtesan” Violetta Valéry, 
who lives for the moment. 

She resists the affection of a young 
nobleman named Alfredo Germont, but 
later surrenders to passion. Alfredo’s 
father approaches her, secretly, asking 
that she give up Alfredo for the family’s 
good name. Alfredo discovers the deal 
but by the time he returns to Violetta, 
it’s too late — she dies in his arms, after 
a brief, blissful reunion with the love of 
her life 

“I was struck by the analogies 
between elements of this story and con- 
temporary gay experience. Gay men 
have a legendary aversion to stability 
and commitment, which supposedly 
smacks of heterosexual marriages, and 
are said to prefer a life of hedonistic 
indulgence of frivolity and artifice, of 
being ‘gay.’ It may be said that because 
of the AIDS epidemic gay men are tend- 
ing to seek out monogamous relation- 
ships with new avidity and to remain in 
stable relationships longer, with more 
patience for the struggles they entail. 
And AIDS, like tuberculosis before it, 
has attained mythical status and has 
been reactivated in popular discourse, 
romantic notions about devotion, sacri- 
fice and betrayal, which are the stuff of 
Verdi's opera.” 

The unusual presentation of the 
material has kept box office phones 
ringing. Combining text, dance and 
music is not terribly unique (Québec’s 
Carbon 14, Robert Lepage, and 
Calgary's One Yellow Rabbit come to 
mind), but a linear story that uses the 
three elements succinctly in a very 
clear and unabstract way is. 

“No other choreographer is writing 
their own text in English Canada,” 
added Alexandrowicz.

ou've got to be smart to know 
Vice history of West African 

music, from its beginnings in 
places now given 
names like Togo, 
Senegal and Sierra 
Leone, across the 
sea on slave ships 
and immigrant con- 
voys, and through 
centuries of oppres- 
sion, to modern-day 


ensembles like 
Edmonton's Wajjo 
Drummers. 


And members of Wajjo are cer- 
tainly smart; the group’s seven 
members count about a dozen uni- 
versity degrees between them and 
the present lineup includes three 
scientists, a teacher, an MBA and 
an engineer. There’s no history or 
musicology in that list and it seems 
extraordinary that any of these 
professionals could find enough 
time to research their music’s ori- 
gins, but it’s also little surprise that 
such an intelligent crew would 
come up with Wajjo’s latest pro- 
ject, West African Musical Cross- 
ings. Coming to the Winspear 
Centre Sunday, Feb. 14, the con- 
cert tracks the development of 
African rhythms, touching on tra- 
ditional, Caribbean and more 
eclectic sounds. 

“I saw something about Motley 
Crue the other day,” offered 
Arthur Bollo-Kamara, the driving 
force behind the group when it 
first formed nine years ago. “They 
said (Motley Crue) had so much 
money, but they had no IQ and low 
RPM. Us, we've got high IQ and 
high RPM. And no money.” 

Motley Crue!? And traditional 
African drumming? Something in 
that statement suggests this group 
of musicians hasn't confined itself 
to performing for African commu- 
nity groups and world music-cen- 
tred events. 

And that’s true. Despite being 
born in such places as Senegal, 
Nigeria and the Ivory Coast and 
doing their fair share of work for 
African community groups, Wajjo 
members are open to varying influ- 
ences. One of Wajjo’s newest 
members, Alassane Fall, per- 
formed at the 1997 Edmonton Folk 
Music Festival with Montreal- 
based African jazz outfit Takadja 
before moving west. There’s also a 
Trinidad native in the group, so 
Caribbean influences sometimes 
creep into the sound. 

But Wajjo is really transformed 
when they invite regular special

Denon, originally the tape peo- 
, turned into one of the country’s 
ggest indie distributors, with 
dels such as Rykodise and 
Sunder, but then closed the distri- 
ition end of its business to focus 
hentertainment hardware. 
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Since then, Tidemark Distribu- 
tion has opened out East. Koch is 
now the country’s largest indie dis- 
tributor; its sales were up four per 
cent this year, possibly directly due 
to the fact The Prodigy’s Fat of the 
Land moved over 200,000 units. 
Other indie distributors in the 
country include Sonic Unyon, Page, 
St. Clair, Festival, Fusion, Trend

Out West, Sam Feld- 
man (booking magnate) and 
Steve Macklin (former Larry 
Wanagus partner and former Colin 
James manager) have a new label 
called Wicklow. No indie label has 
experienced the success built 
around one artist like Nettwerk, 
formed in 1984. True North holds 
forth, as does Attic, which recently 
celebrated 25 years. 

When it comes to retailers, HMV 
is the national heavy hitter, with o- 
ver 90 stores generating some $250 
million is sales annually. Next up to 
bat is Sam The Record Man. The 
company restructured last year and 
its number of stores dropped to 75, 
but it has streamlined its operation. 

While not strictly a record store, 
American company A&B Sound has 
a lot of inventory and low prices. 
Music World has over 100 stores; 
smaller chains still manage to eke 
out a piece of the pie — Records 
On Wheels, Sunrise Records, A.V.E. 
and Top 40. And approximately 12 
per cent of the country’s record 
sales come from mass merchant 
department stores, with Wal-Mart 
and Zellers leading the pack, far 
ahead of Sears and The Bay. 

Consumer spending in general 
has risen and Canada has the low- 
est music prices in the developed 
world. These factors help the 
cause. Net sales rose nine per cent 
in 1997, to $1.35 billion. Canada is 
one of the few major territories to 
show growth over the past two 
years.

Alnerto Manguel: perfect antidote for profound stupid

he way some people borrow 
Tee but never bring ‘em back, 
you'd think books were money. 
But anthologist and author Alberto 
Manguel can only wish people val- 
ued books as much. 

No matter how much money 
women’s auxiliaries have raised 
for the children’s hospital by sell- 
ing used books, not everyone real- 
izes their importance. In fact, 
Manguel points out, some people 
fear ideas put on paper. Manguel 
cites a recent suggestion from 
Reform MP Art Hangar, who want- 
ed a particular book pulled from 
the Parliamentary library. 

“I heard yesterday that an 
Alberta MP wanted Lolita taken 
away from the library in Ottawa. 
And this person, who is apparently 
from the religious right, has of 
course no idea what he is talking 
about,” said Manguel. 

“It's a book which wouldn't sat- 
isfy any pornographer and it’s also 
one of the most exquisite uses of 
the English language of this centu- 
ry.” 

Enough said about the 
story. As for the MP 
in question: “the 
Bible he thumps is 
full of wonderful 
stories of incest and 
cannibalism and tor- 
ture which would horrify him. Lot, 
for instance, is one of the good 
men preserved by God from 
destruction and what he does is

y two favorite colors are blue

But needless to say, hearing of 
a new club called Vicious Pink 
(10148 - 105 St.) made me curious. 
This club was friendly even 
before I reached the door. Upon 
stepping out of my car, my ultra- 
swank female counterpart received 
an enthusiastic compliment about 
her shoes. We paid no cover (no 
cover before 10 p.m., ever) and the

The Encylopedia Britannica's 
on-line search engine spat out 
dozens of good hits. It includes a 
link to a National Public Radio doc- 
umentary called Elderly Love. 
You're thinking “ugh!” right? Well, 
the program apparently deals with 
all those really icky feelings 
younger people experience when 
they think of their parents and 
grandparents . . . well, ugh! you 
know. Anyway, gluttons for punish- 
ment can download the program 
from this site, in .wav format. 

One site that’s best described as 
interesting — in the most 
euphemistic sense of the word — is 
gorgeously entitled Love Letters 
from a World of Awe. This site is 
Web artist Yael Kanarek’s tribute to 
love and it sounds like it’s great. It 
provides surfers with elements of 
interactive multimedia to tell the 
story of a traveller, in love letters, 
using letters, sound files, radio 
interviews and a mailing list. 

The traveller, named Legendary, 
writes his letters at a time called 
sunset/rise to his lover, named 
Beloved. The site is well-built, with 
cool graphics and frames. But its 
content, being highly conceptual, is 
probably an acquired taste. 

A site dedicated to love and 
romance, called The Blender of 
Love, is easier to digest. The 
Blender is an on-line repository for 
stories and poems of love started in 
1993 by “BlenderKeeper” Kirk 
Israel. When Kirk realized that 
much of his Internet communica- 
tions with friends dealt with love 
and romance, he decided to go pub- _ 
lic. 

The site is filled with poems —

Theresa (Robin Wright Penn) is 
a recently divorced researcher for 
the Chicago Tribune. We all know 
she’s capable of so much more, but 
she feels abandoned — neglected 
as a result of her divorce. Hers is a 
spirit at a low ebb. 

Garret (Kevin Costner) is a ship- 
wright in a small town on the 
Eastern Seaboard. He is a Noble 
Man with Scarred Psyche caused 
by the death of his wife, an 
immensely talented artist and pop- 
ular figure in the town. He writes 
heartbreaking, confessional 
prayers to his dead wife, puts them 
in bottles, and casts them into the 
sea. Who could ever rekindle his 
hopes and dreams, snuffed as they 
are by his dense sorrow? 

Well, Theresa happens across 
one of these messages while on 
holidays. It winds up getting pub- 
lished in the newspaper and, in the 
deluge of mail the newspaper 
receives in response, they find two 
more similar letters. Because she 
is a good journalist, Theresa fig- 
ures out who the author of these 
mysterious letters is and heads on 
down to meet him and finish the 
story. 

They meet and talk some, sail 
and talk some, and before anyone 
knows what's happening — and 
certainly before Theresa can tell 
Garret about her newspaper pub- 
lishing his letter or that she 
knows anything at 
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IEVERY SATURDAY 


about any messages in bottles — 
they've fallen in love. So she still 
doesn’t tell him. As we all know, 
this is a mistake. Especially with 
someone as damaged as Garret. 

Of course, none of this should 
come as much of a surprise. Our 
potential enjoyment of this movie 
hinges on the details up to this 
point and how everything gets tied 
up in the end, and Message in a 
Bottle’s details pull it together rea- 
sonably well. Wright Penn is, at all 
times, adorable and fairly convinc- 
ing in the vague characterization of 
a researcher/writer/divorced 
shared-custodial parent. Costner is 
everything we’ve come to expect 
as Noble Man.. The supporting cast 
is mostly strong — Paul Newman 
is solid and funny as Dodge, 
Costner’s lovably crusty on-screen 
father, though Robbie Coltrane is 
mostly inconsequential as Wright 
Penn's jerky columnist boss. 

The Atlantic Ocean is bracing 
and compelling, as always, as 
itself. 

As standard Hollywood love 
story offerings go, this one’s all 
right. The movie's sub-plots, such 
as Garret’s strained relationship 
with his wife’s family, are plausi- 
ble, coherent and contribute their 
fair share of dramatic tension and 
character and story development. 
There are also some twists, thank- 
fully, in the story itself. We've cer- 
tainly seen this one often enough 
to not need to experience it again 
without twists. The lack of an 
unequivocally happy ending is one 
particularly satisfying point about 
Message in a Bottle and, ultimate- 
ly, considering Costner’s involve- 
ment, we should also be thrilled 
that it clocks in under three hours, 
with no mention of post-apocalyp-

At 
one point, one of Love's ex-boy- 
friends gets worked up as he 
recalls their relationship and ends 
up venting his spleen at the cam- 
era.

Then there's Love’s father, Hank 
Harrison, one of the chief propo- 
nents of the murder-conspiracy 
theory. Harrison at first, comes 
across as the helpless father of a 
volatile child.
